AUSTIN, Feb. 20.—(/D—The fifth 


special session of the 41st legisla- 
ture had all the earmarks of boii>g 
a revenue-raising body today. 


While the house of representa- 


tives investigated charges against. 
Comptroller S. H. Terrell and the 
senate was in recess until Monday, 
tax measures piled up, awaiting ac- 
tion of the house committee. 


The house yesterday put its foot 


down on a plan of the revenue and 
taxation committee 
to invite 21 


"representative citizens" to sit with 
it in considering tax measures. The 
committee during the fourth ses- 
sion had resolved to the effect it 
needed assistance of men repre- 
senting diversified interests in an 
effort to work out a new tax sys- 
tem and went on record inviting 
assistance. But the house voted 85 
to lij to veto the committee's plans. 


Proposals to tax sulphur, natur- 


al gas, theatres, chain stores, to- 
bacco and gross cash value of as- 
sets of foreign and domestic cor- 
porations were in the legislative 
hoppers and others were on the 
way. 


Three Sulphur Tax Bills. 


There were three bills proposing 


a tax on sulphur, fixing the levy 
at 50 cents, 75 cents and $1 per ton. 
There were two natural gas bills, 
one proposing a graduated scale 
ranging from one-fourth of 
one 
cent.per 
l.QQQ cubic feet to two 


cents, according to volume, and 
the other fixing the tax at one cent 
flat per 1,000 cubic feet.

MAN CONFESSES TO

Baker's eight victims were dls-

York, Houston, the Philippines, and 
aboard a ship 
America. 
en route to South 


Baker was arrested last night on 


a farm three miles west of Farming-, 
ton. He had been working on the 
farm since last summer and was ar- 
rested when police learned he was 
wanted in New York. 


The killings, Baker stated In his 


confession, gave him "a funny sort 
of mental satisfaction." 


"I was always interested in poi- 
sons and usually 
carried 
some 


nround with me," he said. "In 1924 
I was in Houston, Texas. I happen- 
ed into a sailors' restaurant and 
sat down beside a man. He had a 
cup of coffee in front 
of him. 


While he was looking away, I had 
a sudden impulse to put some poi- 
son in his coffee. He died almost 
at once. I learned afterward 'hat 
his name was Honeycut." 


Baker said that after this first 


experience he had other impulses 
to posion persons. 


Baker told the police that 
the 


freighter whose crew he poisoned 
was an oil boat 
known 
as the 


"Guifport." He said he shipped on 
at Bayonne, N. J.

State witnesses, including J. E. 


Rhodes of Corpus Christi, testified 
that Mrs. Long came 
to Corpus 


Christi on the morning of Sept. 4. 
Rhodes declared she bought poison 
from him on that day between 10 
a. m., and noon. 


The defendant used this posion,

crop adjustment campaign. 


Set up by the agricultural mar- 
keting act, which congress passed 
for the express purpose of solving 
the problems of surplus production 
the farm board has passed the re- 
sponsibility on to the individual 
farmed by asking 
him 
to raise 


crops only in 
the 
amounts for 


which it sees a demand. A start 
has been made 
in cotton and 
wheat. 


Under direction of the new $30,- 


000,000 American Cotton Co-opera- 
tive association, a committee of its 
directors ha*s been authorized 
to 


weld all state, federal and local in- 
formational agencies into a nation- 
al effort to slash 6,000,000 acres 
from the annual cotton acreage. 


It has been running approxi- 


mately 46,000,000 acres. 
"Econom- 


ists believe it should be kept under 
40,000,000 acres. 
The farm board 


advised farmers not to plant this 
year on land that had been pro- 
ducing less than one-third of 
a 


bale to the acre. In some regions 
U has required as much as four or 
five acres to make a bale. 


Attempts to reduce wheat 'acfe- 


age have been less spectacular, less 
organized and far less definite. 
Present winter wheat acreage is 
believed to have 
been 
increased 


about 2 pr cent above normal and 
Chairman Legge hag indicated that 
a statement on spring \vheatmlght 
be issued soon urging a sufficient 
reduction to offset at least 
the 


winter wheat increase. 


The board says the country is 


producing about 20 per cent more 
•wheat than used in domestic trade, 
which makes H necessary for the 
20 per cent to be sold on the basis 
of the world's price. 
It predicts 


that if farmers will cut wheat acre- 
age 20 per cent they can sell pro- 
duction of reduced acreage 
for 


more money than they get from 
larger acreage and production.

W°rk in the World — Social Service Aspect

of Gospeling — First Qualification for 


Religious Work.

oldest, 
largest, 


inost widely distributed and most 
powerful of^all the organizations 
on earth, the 
Christian 
church 


began her mission without any or- 
ganization, and with only a hand- 
ful of very ordinary men, friends 
of Jesus, sent forth 
in simplest 


fashion to enlarge His own mis- 
f 


Bion of ministry. 
Nowadays 
nothing 
big is at- 


"ipted without the appointment 
ot committees and the elecion of 
officers and the adoption of a plat- 
form, or constitution, and the rais- 
ing of a budget. 
Yet when He 


look His first formal step in the 
expansion of His kingdom program 
Jesus merely bade His little group 
of closest friends go out on 
their 


own and do as He had been doing; 
and He especially enjoined them 
against establishing a cumbersome 
commissariat. 
They were to trav- 


.;-. 
el light; to go stripped 'for ser- 
vine. 
T 
Right here would be a good point 


at which to pause and rail at our 
present practice of making money- 
gathering the first 
step in any 


form of new activity, especially in 
religious work. All sorts of grave 
abuses have arisen from this us- 
age; not the least being that the 
support of the officers becomes a 
first charge upon the budget. No- 
body thinks of doing full-time, def- 
inite religious work without- mak- 
ing sure of a salary. 
We 
are 
t much farther away from the apos- 


tolic usage than was William Ca- 
rey, the great missionary, 
who 


said, "My business is serving 
the 
Lord; I cobble shoes-to pay expen- 
ses." 
What the church needs to- 
day is a large number of men and 
women who will carry on Christ's 
cause at their own charges. If we 
had these, perhaps we could suc- 
ceed in scrapping a few hundred 
•useless organizations which do lit- 
tle more than .keep their own cost- 
ly machinery in motion. 


The Horse-Leech's Daughters 
"Give! Give! Give!"—the cry of 


the horse-leech's daughters— has 
been the Flogan of religious activ- 
ity so long that it acems almost to 
be defeating its own object. Most 
of the great religious boards are 
in a bad way financially today; and 
one reason surely is that they have 
P=O long stressed money as of the 
first, importance that a natural re- 
action has set in. 
Even the most docile and undis- 


triminating; Christian 
feels 
in- 


stinctively that it somehow cannot 
be right to make money the first 
and supreme test of religious loy- 
alty. He not only recalls the com- 
mission of the Twelve, who were 
specifically forbidden to make fi- 
nancial provision for their work, 
but he also notes the 
inevitable 


_. 
tendency to exalt the rich giver, 1s- 
respective of his personal zeal. The 
only "leading laymen" of whom we 
ever hear in the churches today 
?re the wealthy men who are cod- 


~ riled for the sake of subscriptions. 
The Twelve 
Apostles 
could not 


qualify as "leading laymen" in any 
of our churches! 


This point is not made for the 


encouragement of meanness, but 
for the rebuke of the spirit of mcr- 


u.cenariness in religion. Of cours^ 


onodern conditions require the ex-. 


-. penditure of money in the work of 


God. 
But if money is all, or the 
most important, contribution a dis- 
ciple makes, then hn is a long way 
off from the pattern set by Jesus 
with the Twelve. 


A Social Service Call. 
Anybody who is more interested 


in the Christ of the church than 
in the church of the Christ, must 
get hold of the revolutionary truth 
of the personal 
quality of our 
Lord's ministry. 
He showed 
no 
zeal for establishing an institution; 
but He spent His very soul in the 
service of needy men and women. 
Christ cares for folks—that is the 
Magna Charta of Christianity. 


It v,-as on an occasion when Jes- 
us was deeply stirred by the spec- 
tacle of human need that He de- 
cided to send out the Twelve, to 
multiply His own ministry. 
As 


Wcymouth 
translates 
the 
inci- 


dent.- 


"When He saw the crowds. He 


•was touched with pity for them, 
'because they were distressed and 
were fainting on the ground like 
sheep which have no shepherd. 


"Then He 'said to His disciples, 
" 'The harvest is abundant, but 


the reapers are few; therefore en- 
treat the Owner of the Harvst to 
snd out reapers into His fields.'" 


Thereupon Jesus commissioned 


the Twelve. That connection maj 
not be overlooked, it this expan- 
sion of our Lord's work is to be 
understood. 
Because 
He 
pitied 


people; because His great 
heart 


was bursting with compassion for 
them; because He was utterly the 
Good 
Shepherd, 
Jesus 
named 


these twelve under-shepherds to 
extend His personal ministry. 
Whatever hurts man, concerns 


Christ. 
Every 
form 
of human 


need, physical as wel las spiritual, 
stirs the shepherd in His soul. He 
is the Saviour of bodie, as well as 
of souls. 


How to Be Practical. 


Of the American, Kipling- wrote, 
"He turns a keen, untroubled face, 
How to the instant need of things.' 


That is the characteristic quality 


of the men of this western world. 
Whenever a need arises, we want 
to do something about it at once. 
We pride ourselves up^on being prac- 
ticrl. But perhaps we need a. defi- 
ruUons of what really is practical. 


In the face of a clamorous condi- 


tion and a dire need, which 
He 


himself most clearly saw, Jesus in- 
dicated that the most effective and 
important and immediate step to be 
taken was—what? Appoint a com- 
mittee? Raise a fund? 
Start a 
movement? 


Not at all: in his opinion the 


most practical^thing to be done was 
to— pray! "Pray ye therefore the 
Lord of the harvest." Literally the 
first move to make It any emer- 
gency is to pray about it, "Knee 
drill" is real warfare, 
•* 


Nobody denies that these are 
crisis times in religion. 
Several 


years ago, the national leaders of 
the churches—who thereby proved 
that they were incimpent leaders- 
devised a grandiose scheme, pat- 
terned on the model of successful 
big- business, which they call "The 
Interchurch World Movement." By 
elaborate and expensive machinery, 
the work of the church was to be 
done in a practical and efficient 
fashion. Of course, the whole grand 
structure collapsed, leaving 
mil- 


lions of dollars of debts for church 
members to pay; but the lesson, if 
really learned, was worth all it 
cost. 


Now, 
chastened and wiser 
the 


leaders are proposing that the pres- 
ent crisis be met in more Scrpitural 
fashion; for they are calling upon 
all Christians everywhere to ob- 
servc_the_nlntccnth_hundred_anni-

A new Idea—the room which is partly papered, partly plain.

It's startling, at first thought, but 


why should all lour walls be pa- 
per? 
It's a tradition, of course, 


but another 
one 
of those which 


«rc giving way (o new ideas in 
decoration. 


It comes from 
f IIP continent, this 


notion of usin« wallpaper here and 
there, as if it wore a hang-ing, and 
many clever 
decorators 
are wel- 


coming it joyfully as a relief from 
the tyranny of all wallpaper or 
nono. 


A bedroom or dining room is giv- 


en an entirely different atmosphere 
by covering1 opposite walls with a 
floured paper and either painting 
the other walls in harmony or else 
echoing one of the colors in the 
pattern. 


This seems to be the happy and 


satisfying compromise between the 
gossipy boredom of large areas of 
v/alJpaper repeating endlessly the 
same design and the vacuous bore- 
dom of large areas of unbroken 
painted wall. 


In a room with an alcove, a novel 


effect can be achieved by using 
plain paper or paint in the room 
itself and figured paper in the al- 
cove. The same principle may be 
used where a ceiling is cut up by 


dormers; the paper is used in the 
odd-shaped part, being carried up 
over the ceiling. 


More like a tapestry In its use is 


the single panel of wallpaper be- 
hind a 'bed of a dressing table. 


One need not be'limited by the 


color of the paper, either, if the 
room just cries for some particu- 
lar 
shade. 
Shellacking 
has

course, long been used for finish- 
ing wallpaper, especially in bath- 
rooms and kitchens. But shellac, 
at low cost, can also be brought 
to the rescue of the color scheme 
by changing the ground tint. 


The heavy furniture, for Instai-ce 


needs a rich, deep background, but 
if you like the design on light pa- 
per—a dark varnish is the answer.

He said that his isvestigatjon 
conducted since the deposits had 
been made revealed that this sum 
had been made up of checks of 
$750 drawn by E. G. Graf ton, 
brother of Ben Grafton, $300 by 
Worth House, 55.00 by Connor, and 
$250 by Powell, employes of the 
comptroller's department. The bal- 
ance had been deposited is cash, 
Lynn said. 


"I traced the checks from banks 


on which they were drawn," Lynn 
said. "They were all payable to 
Ben Grafton, and all checks ex- 
cept one were from out of town 
banks. 
"I cannot say where the cash 


came from," he added. 


OH Concern Account 
Hep. Alfred Petsch, attorney for 


the house, read into the record 
four letters from Terrell and his 
employees to the Magnolia Petro-l 
leum company of Dallas, These' 
letters acknowledged receipts of 
sums totaling $6,312.74, which rep- 
resented 
tax due the state on 


sales of gasoline to the United 
States government. These 
sums 


were to be held in escrow by the 
state pending a decision of the 
United States supreme court as to 
legality of the tax, and one let- 
ter explained that if the legality 
was 
upheld they would be de- 


posited In the state treasury, and 
If it was not they would be re- 
turned to the Magnolia company.

of $2,334.84 by the Independent 
Oil company of San Angelo. 
Asked for Information. 
"On January 24, 1930, " said 


Lynn, "I asked Mr. .Terrell for 
full information on the two in- 
heritance tax items. I also sent 
him a, request to identify bank 
deposits which were personal. On 
January 22 and 23 he had told me 
that the indications were that the 
greater part of the deposits were 
personal, but there might have 
been some state deposits among 
them. He answered my letter on 
January 28, and told me that the 
items I had requested information 
on had been handled by two of 
his appointees who had recently 
died, and that was all the infor- 
mation he gave is answer to my 
request." 


Lynn said that In his letter he 
had asked for Information as to 
which monies had been paid into 
the state treasury and which had 
been returned, 


"In this letter of January 28, 


did Mr. Terrell give you any in- 
formation 
about 
the inheritance 


tax items, or the oil company 
items?" asked Petsch. 


No Further Assistance 


"He mentioned only the Keeling 


Oil company item of *$325," answer- 
ed Lynn. "He did not give me any 
further assistance as to whether 
the Magnolia company, or the In- 
dependent company, accounts had 
been cleared into the treasury." 


Terrell's letter of January 28, 
1930, was then read in which the 
comptroller was quoted as saying 


• that the inheritance items of "$!,- 
' 362.67 and 
$4,195.86, respectively, 


had 
been 
turned 
over 
to 
the 


treasury," as shown by treasury 
receipts, and also that the Keel- 
ing item of $325 had been 'de- 
posited with the state treasurer. 
The letter ended by stating that 
with regard to the other items, 
the assistants who had handled 
them were dead, and that he had 
engaged an auditor to audit these 
accounts. 


Lynn said his men in examining 
accounts in the Austin National 
Bank had found where $4,195.86 


Finds Records, 
"On January 23, 1930, we talked 


to John *.fcKay, of the inheritance 
tax division of the comptroller's 
department," said Lynn. "We ask- 
ed him about this estate. He found 
it in the dead files. Ho explained 
that it had 
been placed 
there 


through accident, and that this 
would have killed it if we had 
not brought it up. We asked V.m 
to make an examination and see 
if there were any others whic'a 
should be in the open files. 


"JTe promised to do this. That 


afternoon 
McKay had 
found in 
the file the Margaret Griffith es- 
tate tax of $1,362.67. This was the 
first 
known about it. But wo 


identified the figures in our ipinds 
•with the deposit slip on which 
the deposit h.id not been describ- 
ed. 


"We found out from treasury 
receipts that tho money on these 
three items had 
been deposited 


in the treasury on January 27, 
1380, the day before Terrell's let- 
ter and after our report had been 
completed. 


AccounIs CIosed. 
"We knew that the 
ficnouhts 


in the Austin National and the 
Texas Bank and Trust company 
had been closed. Wo went to find 
out what kind of funds had been 
deposited for these accounts. It 
was very plain that 
funds had 


been gradually checked ou*.. for 
other purposes than for what they 
had been deposited, for this pur- 
pose. 


"Terrell would not show mo his 


stubs on these two accounts, be- 
cause, he said, they were per- 
sonal. He showed me one or two 
cancelled checks on each bank, 
and stated that he had destroyed 
the others because they had been 
checked up, and were no longer 
useful to him." 


Cross-examination of Lynn by 


T. H. McGregor, former state sen- 
ator, 
chief,, of 
defense 
counsel, 


was started shortly before noon. 
He asked several preliminary ques- 
tions touching on Moore's record 
as an accountant and the assist- 
ants he hired to help him audit 
the state's books. 


Lynn stated he had employed 


W. F. Carter, Jr., of Dallas, Char- 
Jos McClennan of Houston 
and 
Paul V. Banning of Washington, 
D. C., to aid him in the work. 


McGregor then questioned Lynn 


as to his opinion of the statutes 
passed in 1909 and still effective, 
regulating the keeping of accounts 
by state officers and Lynn re- 
plied they were adequate and easily 
applicable to present day methods 
of accounting.

Lynn, state auditor, who has been 
in office only since September as 
Texas' first official of that kind, 
continued his testimony today be- 
fore the house of 
represntativcs, 


hearing testimony on charges pro- 
posing impeachment of Comptroller 
S. H. Terrell. 
He had detailed his activities in 


an effort to obtain information on 
bank accounts kept by Terrell and 
other state officials and had told 
especially of what he knew of op- 
eration of the Texas Tax Record 
company, which the charges alleg- 
ed Terrell assisted in organizing. 
Tho company was engaged in col- 
lecting delinquent state and county 
taxes on commission. 


Lynn identified a check made out 


by C. R. Parks, tax 
collector of 


San Patricio county on September 
4, 1929, payable to A. P. Bagby, Jr., 
president of the 
company, 
for 


$662.13. It had been endorsed by 
Bagby to Mrs. Gladys Terrell, wife 
of the Comptroller, and signed by 
Mrs. Terrell and S. H. Terrell. 


He said he found the check had 


been deposited to the credit of "S. 
H. Terrel, special," in the American 
National Bank. 


He also gave information of ac- 


counts in the name 
of 
Terrell, 


"special,'1 and "comptroller," in Aus- 
tin banks. He detailed conversation 
he had had with Terrell with refer- 
ence to the accounts and said he 
had discovered some of them only 
after making a personal investiga- 
tion. 
Terrell filed an answer 


generally and specifically 
instances all 'allegations 
him. His specific clenJals were di- 
rected at accusations that he had 
"fraudulently diverted state funds" 
to his personal use. 


He said, however, that inheritance 


tax item of $4.195.88 and $1,362.67, 
which it was charged were "fraudu- 
lently misapplied" to his own use, 
had recently been deposited in the 
state treasury. 


He declared the first he had ever 


heard of these items 
was when 


Lynn called them to his attention. 
He said that after an investigation 
satisfied him they h&d been collect- 
ed by his department he immediate- 
ly placed the money in the treas- 
ury. 


Found Many Accounts 


Lynn told of sending out Jotters 


to Austin banks, about December 
19, 1929, to all department heads ft 
few days later, and to banks in all 
towns where 
state 
institutions 


were located, to determine what 
state accounts they contained. He 
found in all, he said, 80 such ac- 
counts. 


"The first reply I had from the 


comptroller," he 
declared, "was 


dated January 6, 1930. It said that 
the money in the American Na- 
tional Bank would be placed in the 
treasury to tho several funds when 
finally cleared. 
The letter made 


no reference to the accounts in tho 
Texas Bank and 
Trust company, 


nor to the accounts in the Austin 
National Bank." 
. The auditor said he then began 
a personal investigation of the situ- 
ation, first sending an employee of 
his department to the comptroller's 
department without obtaining any 
information. 


Accounts Denied 
"I then asked 
J.' M. Edwards, 


chief clerk to the comptroller, in 
the latter's presence, if it wasn't 
possible that there were some ac- 
counts of which I had not been 
notified/' said Lynn. "Edwards said 
there were none, and Terrell agreed 
with him, stating that any other 
accounts were personal. 
"On January 18, I took Mr. Man- 


ning, from my department, 
and 


again asked Terrell about other ac- 
counts. 


"He told me then he knew all 


about the investigation of the ac- 
counts in the Austin National Bank 
and that he meant to seek redress 
against the bank for disclosing his 
personal affairs. 


"He refused to let me see a state- 


. menl of the account on the ground 
that it was personal. 


"There was no reference at this 


time to the account in the Texas 
Bank and Trust company. 


Demands Statements 


"On January 22, I

right, and not

•world. He declared that the relig- 
ion Christ taught was one 
that 


knows no physical boundaries, and 
is applicable to all races, irrespec- 


• 
tive of color, language, or customs. 
"Christ commanded his disciples to 
go to the uttermost parts of the 
world and save souls for the king- 
dom of Heaven," the speaker 
as- 


serted. 


Had Ulterior Motives. 


"Alexander the Great and Na- 


poleon had dreams o£ world 
em- 


pires," the Rev. Mr. Booth stated, 
"but the ulterior 
aims 
of these 


men's empires were radically dif- 
frent from the dreams of Christ s 
great world empire. 
Alexander 


the Great and Napoleon," he went 
on, "had swords buckled to 
their 


•waists which signified a temporal 
empire, but Christ 
had a towel 


cirded to his belt, with which 
he 


•washed the feet of men who were 
disputing their relative claims to 
•world power, and taught men that 
to be great one must offer a life of 
service to other people." 
The sepaker continued: 
'The 


world must enter into the spirit ot 
world service that Christ exempli- 
fied in order to save souls. Lux-

4:30 o'clock 


Wednesday afternoon, New York 
time.

The Byrd Antarctic expedition is 


expected to require about 21 days 
for the voyage out of Polar waters 
to Dunedin, New Zealand, on the 
first stage of its homeward trip. 
This estimate is based on the time 
required last year for the expedi- 
tion's ship City of New York to 
reach Dimediu, from the base at 
Little America.

truck planted this year, with sev- 
eral acres in potatoes. He has con- 
siderable 
tomato 
slips 
already 


growing and will feature tomatoes 
in the garden this year. A consid- 
erable acreage will be devoted to 
potatoes. 
The sweet potato 
bed 


has already been prepared 
and 


about four acres will be planted in 
sweet potatoes. One and one-half 
acres have been planted and two 
more acres will be devoted to Irish 
potatoes this year. 
An effort is 


being made to raise as much feed- 
stuffs and food as possible on the 
farm. There are about 50 acres in 
cultivation. 


Provision has been made by tho 


commissioners to care for paupers 
and there are 10 two-room houses 
provided as quarters for the wards 
of the county. 
There are IS per- 


sons under this classification 
on 
the farm at the present time. 


Fines Worked Out. 
Persons who are fined for of- 


fenses—misdemeanors— and 
have 


no -way of paying fines are kept 
on the farm and work out

27 prisoners, 23 men and four wo- 
men, on tho farm at tho present 
time. Only one white woman is a 
prisoner at the present time and 
she is employed in the kitchen.

fessional association was prejudic- 
ed in favor of the great corporate 
interests of the natiop as opposed 
to the masses of the people. 


A vote in the senate on his nom- 


ination was deferred until today 
when vigorous opposition arose re- 
sulting late yesterday in a spirited 
debate, with Black of Alabama, and , 
Smith of South Carolina, carrying^, 
the attack, and McKellar of Ten-X, 
nessee, rising to Tate's defense. 


Black asserted the nominee was 


attorney for the Southern railway 
and the power interests and in ad- 
dition complained that his appoint- 
ment was a violation of the spirit 
of the law requiring A bi-partisan 
commission. 
Smith followed with 


an expression of the same view.
